Forks were not in general use until well into the 18th 
Century. In the Stuart times they were regarded more 
as curiosities, and in Ben Jonson’s Comedy “ The 
Devil is an Ass ”’ (1606) their use was ridiculed. Pepys, 
howeverinhis Diary for Dec. 14th, 1664, notes, “God 
having given me some profit extraordinary of late, 
and bespoke also some plate, spoons and forks.” The

1079), but has the peculiarity of being pierced on the 
top of the cover and not at the sides as is usual 
with most sugar castors. 

The arms are believed to be those of William Crichton, 
2nd Earl of Dumfries.

Portobello was discovered by Columbus in 1502; it was taken 
in 1668 by Sir Henry Morgan, the Buccaneer Lieutenant Gover- 
nor of Jamaica ; it passed subsequently into the hands of the 
Spaniards in whose possession it remained until Admiral Vernon’s 
entry on the 21st Nov., 1736. The action took the public 
fancy and was greeted with enthusiasm in England, shown by 
the trophies made to commemorate it, now much prized by 
collectors of English Pottery.
